By STEPHEN BJORK 
WILMINGTON - On Monday, 
January 31, Wilmington Police 
arrested a man responsible for 
a Friday morning housebreak 
on Shawsheen Avenue.

Selectmen deny leaking executive 
session information

WILMINGTON - The Town 
has not filed suit to stop New 
England Transrail (NET) from 
building on the Olin property, 
despite an erroneous report to 
the contrary appearing in last 
week’s edition of the 
"Wilmington Advocate." 

Wilmington Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis did, however, file 
a_brief—with the Surface 
Transportation Board (STB) 
petitioning the federal agency 
to either reject the findings of 
the Section of Environmental 
Analysis (SEA) or to revoke the 
exemption for operation based 
on misleading information pro- 
vided by NET. 

The Wilmington Advocate’s 
story goes on to say that 
Wilmington has little hope of 
blocking the project 

"Sources confirm that 
DeRensis revealed to the board 
of selectmen in executive ses- 
sion that the town has little, if 
any, chance of overturning a 
ruling made in December by 


the U.S. Surface Board of 
Transportation that essentially 
cleared the way for New 
England Transrail to construct 
the transfer station," stated the 
story attributed to Advocate 
Staff Writer Franklin B, Tucker 
Such a statement regarding 
Wilmington’s chances, whether 
accurate or not, may prove 
damaging to the town's—posi- 
tion. Although the Wilmington 
Advocate's sources are 
unnamed, only the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Counsel, Town 
Manager, andthe Recording 
Secretary are present during 
an executive session. 
"Confidential information in 
executive session is not to be 
made public without a vote of 
the Board of Selectmen so 
authorizing," DeRensis told the

Senior “Circuit Breaker” Tax 
Credit. 

What is The Circuit Breaker? 

For tax years beginning on or 
after January 1, 2002, certain 
senior citizens in Massachu- 
setts may be eligible to claim a 
refundable credit on their state 
income taxes paid on the 
Massachusetts residential prop- 
erty they own or rent and 
which they occupy as their 
principle residence. The maxi- 
mum credit allowed is $820.00 
for the tax year beginning 
January 1, 2004. If the credit 
due the taxpayer exceeds the 
amount of the total income tax 
payable for the year, and the 
excess amount of the credit will 
be refunded to the taxpayer 
without interest. 

Who is eligible for the cred- 
it? 

‘To be eligible for the credit for 
the 2004 tax year, a taxpayer 
must be 65 years of age or older 
before January 1, 2005 (for joint 
filers, it is sufficient if one tax- 
payer is 65 years of age or 
older), must own or rent resi- 
dential property in Mass- 
achusetts and occupy the prop- 
erty as his or her principal res- 
idence. The taxpayer’s total 
income cannot exceed $44,000 
for a single filer who is not the 
head of the household, or 
$66,000 for taxpayers filing 
jointly. No credit is allowed for 
a married taxpayer unless joint 
return is filed. Moreover, the 
assessed valuation of the real 
estate cannot exceed $441,000. 

Taxpayers who are eligible for 
the tax credit in the 2004 tax 
year can claim the credit by 
submitting a completed 
Schedule CB, Circuit Breaker 
Credit, with their 2004 state 
income tax return. Schedule 
CB is available on the web at 
www.mass.gov/dor. This can 
also be done by our special free 
tax program offered by VITA at 
the Reading Library. 

IMPORTANT- 

If your total income is less 
than $8,000 per year, you are 
not required to file a 
Massachusetts ‘income tax 
return, unless you want to 
claim the Senior Circuit 
Breaker “tax credit”. Do not

Plans for an emer- 
gency exit to the rear of the site 
had previously fallen through, 
so the Woburn Planning Board 
instituted a number of condi- 
tions, including the develop- 
ment of an emergency evacua- 
tion plan, designated staff at 
AvalonBay to coordinate with 
local officials, the posting of 
fire lanes in designated areas 
which will be kept clear, and 
regular meetings with Woburn 
officials to update and maintain 
emergency response proce- 
dures. 

Additionally, state-of-the-art 
fire prevention and suppression 
systems will be used throughout 
the facility. 

No decision or endorsement 
was expected from the Board of 
Selectmen in March and none 
were offered. Improvements to 
the West Street/Lowell Street 
intersection were predicated on 
Woburn’s rezoning of the land 
from commercial to residential. 
The rezoning was successfully 
obtained later in 2004. 

The history of the property 
includes an initial office park 
proposal by developer Edward 
Callan in the mid-1980's. Callan 
sold the property due to declin- 
ing demand for office space in 
the 1990’s, but re-entered the 
picture later in the decade as 
demand rose. The office space 
market softened up again and 
the property was purchased at 
auction by Saticoy. 

Saticoy made one unsuccess- 
ful attempt at developing an 
office park on the site before 
petitioning the city for a rezon- 
ing of the property to residen- 
tial.

Suspect in daring 
Shawsheen Avenue 
housebreak nabbed 
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came at 3:00 a.m. on Saturday 
when an alert Framingham 
Police officer stopped a red 
Mustang bearing the same 
license plate as was on the 
‘Toyota.

leaking any executive session 
information when contacted by 
the Town Crier. 

Chairman Michael McCoy 
stated that he was contacted by 
the Advocate for an interview, 
but declined 

"I told him that relative to 
executive session, I can't dis- 
cus ything that was said," 
McCoy said, "As far as I'm 
concerned, what is said in exec- 
utive session stays in executive 
session." 

"I certainly didn’t release any 
information," said Selectman 
Suzanne Sullivan. "I just told 
the Advocate) that I couldn’t 
release anything discussed in 
executive on," 

Selectman Frank West was 
also contacted by the Advocate, 
but neither did he offer up any 
information from the executive 
session 

"| didn't release any informa- 
tion from executive session," 
West said "I don't know what 
that reporter is talking about." 

According to Selectman 
Michael Newhouse, he was 
never even contacted by the 
Advocate. He was, however, 
upset to see the town’s position 
potentially- damaged by such 
statements. Newhouse submit- 
ted a memorandum to the 
Board of Selectmen on Friday, 
January 28 demanding the 
unidentified sources to step for- 
ward. 

"Whoever is responsible for 
compromising the Town’s inter- 
ests owes it to both this Board 
and to the Town to admit this 
egregious mistake," 
Newhouse’s memorandum 
states. "I intend to make fur- 
ther inquiry into this unfortu- 
nate breach of confidential 
attorney-client communications 
and I expect the ‘sources’ in 
question to publicly apologize." 

‘Town Manager Michael Caira 
likewise denied making any 
such disclosure. 

"I never discussed any issue 
regarding New England 
Transrail with the Advocate," 
Caira said. 

DeRensis also denied releas- 
ing sensitive information. 

"We had no discussions with 
the Advocate on the town's 
chances or on anything other 
than they called and left a mes- 
sage for a copy of what we 
filed," DeRensis said. "We sent 
it on Thursday (January 27) to 
them.” 

The propose/ reload facility, if 
constructed, would transload 
various materials, including 
construction debris, contami- 
nated soils, liquid chemicals, 
newsprint, non-hazardous 
waste, and other products, from 
trucks to rail road cars, The 
facility would be involved in 
grinding and processing activi- 
ties on the site as well. 

Roughly 400 truck trips per 
day may be generated by the 
facility, depending on the suc- 
cess of the business, and one 
train with roughly 25 cars will 
run per day on a six day per 
week schedule. 

The 16-page brief filed with 
the STB by DeRensis argues 
against the recent opinion ren- 
dered by SEA.

The brief postulates that SEA 
had overstepped the scope of 
STB’s authority for granting

substantially modify its propos- 
al after a draft assessment had 
already been issued, and had 
made fundamental errors of 
law and procedural irregulari- 
ties in the Post Environmental 
Assessment. 

According to the brief, SEA 
was incorrect in requiring only 
that NET’s rail operations 
"involve" waste processing. 

"Including waste processing 
in NET’s proposal is calculated 
to exponentially multiply the 
applicant's profits without sub- 
jecting it to legitimate regula- 
tion," the brief states. 

The proposal, according to the 
brief, was modified during 
SEA’s analysis to include waste 
grinding and processing, but 
also to increase the size and 
type of buildings on the site and 
to increase the number of rail 
spurs from one to three. 
Originally only a removable 
“sprung” structure was pro- 
posed as a structure as opposed 
to the permanent structures 
introduced later. 

SEA, according to the brief, 
"misapprehended" 
Massachusetts law in regard to 
project mitigation.

SEA’s unquestioning adoption 
of NET’s proposal to retain in 
NET and its paid consultants 
the authority to decide whether 
additional mitigative measures 
are needed," the brief states.

"In those 
circumstances, the presumed 
objectivity of the decision- 
maker is illusory.” 

The brief also argues that the 
Conditional Exemption is based 
largely on misleading informa- 
tion. 

"NET’s petition for 
Exemption did not disclose any 
intention to conduct waste pro- 
cessing activities at the site," 
the brief states. 

It was not until challenged by 
Wilmington and SEA comments 
that NET revealed the process- 
ing activities.

Despite putting up incredible 
numbers over the past month,

Wrestling team drops 
a couple close matches

In a busy three-day span, the 
Wilmington High wrestling 
team dropped two one-point 
decisions in a three-team quad 
meet loss on Saturday, which 
was followed up by a convinc- 
ing victory over Masconomet 
Monday night in a make-up 
meet. 

Wilmington was defeated by 
Triton Regional, 39-30, Gr. 
Lawrence, 32-31, and Woburn 
33-32, in a quad meet held 
Saturday morning at Woburn 
High. 

The ‘Cats then topped Masco, 

59-22, on Monday. The team 
now has an overall record of 11- 
7, including 6-2 in the Cape Ann 
League. 

“Every match was close and 
it came down to the last match 
all three times,” said coach 
Mike Pimental. ® 
Unfortunately we efided up on 
the losing end. For the most 
part everyone wrestled well 
The highlight of the past few 
matches have been Greg 
Boland and Chris Olson. Greg 
has gone 6-1 on the past few 
weeks and he went 3-0 this 
weekend. 

“Chris has turned things on 
himself and went 2-1 this week- 
end and won again last night 
with a pin at Masconomet 
‘They both are starting to put 
things together and should be 
peaking at the end of the sea- 
son.” 

Against Triton, the ‘Cats were 
ahead 30-18 with four matches 
to go but Triton won all four 
matches, including three by 
pins to come away with the 
nine-point victory. Nathan 
Clapp (112), Jon Kelly (119), 
Mike Sorrentino (125) and Tim 
Sughrue (145) all collected wins 
via pin.

Finally on Saturday came a 
match against Woburn and 
again the ‘Cats were victimized 
by a lousy point. This time the 
‘Cats trailed 15-3 early on, only 
to rally back big to go up 28-15, 
but Woburn won three of the 
final four matches to come 
away with the slim, 33-32 win. 

Boland started. the meet off 
again with another win, as he 
went 3-0 on the day with an 10-3 
decision victory over Matt 
Ramos.

The old boring sports cliché 
says it’s an entire team that 
makes it successful, not just 
one or two players. That holds 
true for the Wilmington High 
girls basketball team both on 
the floor and on the bench. 
Head coach Al Duffett asked 
much more of his assistant 
coaches before taking on 
Hamilton-Wenham on Monday 
night at home. The group decid- 
ed a game plan and it worked 
nearly to perfection. 

The coaching staff decided 
instead of playing a zone 
defense, to go man-to-man, full 
court. That strategy held 
Hamilton-Wenham to just nine 
first half points, including a 
span of 11:36 without a field 
goal. That was the difference of 
the ‘Cats getting back on track 
with a huge 40-34 victory. 

Wilmington is now 7-6 on the 
season, needing three more 
wins in its last seven games to 
qualify for the state tourna- 
ment for the second straight 
season. Hamilton-Wenham, 
who knocked the ‘Cats out of 
last year’s tournament, are now 
8-6 overall and 7-5 in the league. 

“This is a huge win for us,” 
said Duffett. “It’s the first time 
in five games we have beat 
these guys. I was 0-for-4, so I 
asked the assistant coaches 
what we should do. Gary 
(Sauve), Dave (Karpinsky) and 
Audrey (Cabral-Pini) all said 
we should go man-to-man full 
court for 32 minutes. When we 
get tired, sub someone in. It 
worked 

“We had some great perfor- 
mances out of a lot of players, 
Brianne Bozzella, Alyssa

‘That's what the Wilmington 
High boys hockey team took 
from Saturda Cape Ann 
league game against North 
Reading. 

After a two-week lay-off 
inbetween games, the 
Wildcats held a 1-0 lead until 
three minutes to go when the 
Hornets tied the game and 
the two teams eventually 
skated to a 1-1 tie held at the 
Ristuecia Expésition Center.

remained until 2:43 left of the 
third. After dumping the puck 
into the left hand corner and 
working hard, the puck

For the 10th time in the past 
11 years, the Wilmington High 
boys basketball team qualified 
for the Division 3 North sec- 
tional basketball tournament. 
On Friday night the ‘Cats won 
their seventh game in a row 
after beating Newburyport, 65- 
43, in front of a solid crowd at 
Cushing Gymnasium. 

The ‘Cats are now 10-3 on the 
season with the win, while the 
Clippers fell to 6-7 overall. 

Wilmington played sloppy 
offensively at times turning the 
ball over, but played strong 
defense throughout the game. 
Wilmington had a 15-point half- 
time lead and although the 
Clippers got the deficit down to 
ul with 6:27 remaining in the 
game, that was as close as they 
came, as the ‘Cats outscored 
them 16-5 the rest of the way. 

“It’s a hard one to figure out 
when you win by 22 and you're 
complaining,” said coach Jim 
McCune. “ Let’s just say that 
we overcame some sloppy play 
to win a real good game. I think 
the big thing tonight was we 
were worried with 
Newburyport was their athleti- 
cism, and their aggressiveness 
with their rebounding and off 
their missed shots. We were 
worried about their aggressive- 
ness but I thought we did a real 
nice job, rebounding and we 
went after the ball. 

“We were sloppy with the ball 
and a lot of that you have to roll 
with the punches. Joey (Herra) 
didn’t have his best game 
tonight but on the plus side he 
overcame that. He's been 
tremendous all season but the 
other guys picked him up 
tonight. Our defense is right 
where we want it to be. We’re 
getting a lot out of our press 
with turnovers, with transition 
and lay-ups.” 

The ‘Cats, who have gone to 
the Division 3 North sectional 
final two of the last three years, 
qualified for the tournament for 
the eighth straight season. 


“You know what, we're in the 
tournament right now and that 
is pretty big for coaches, espe- 
cially to get it out of the way at 
this point,” said McCune. “You 
like to do it as early as you can 
so you can focus on the league, 
on the tournament and getting 
a home game. That’s going to 
be tough because there’s three 
undefeated teams (Arlington 
Catholic, Lynn ‘Tech and 
Watertown) in Division 3 
(North) right now. We have to 
keep pushing and win as many 
games as we can.” 

The two teams were even in 
the scoring early on, but 
Wilmington started to pull 
away after Newburyport made 
it 10-8 with 10:35 left in the half. 
The ‘Cats answered with a 6-0 
run, and after consecutive treys 
by Joe Herra and Tom Miele, 
the lead went to double figures 
at 24-13 and Newburyport never 
was able to get the deficit into 
single digits thereafter. 

Wilmington led 37-22 at half- 
time and after Newburyport 
closed it to 42-30, the ‘Cats 
responded with a 5-0 run 
capped by a gorgeous finger 
roll by sophomore John 
Olivere. The Clippers made 
things somewhat interesting 
with a 8-0 run making it 49-38 
with 6:27 to go, but the ‘Cats put 
the final stamp on the victory 
as seven different players 
scored points down the stretch 
for the 22-point victory. 

Herra led the way with 16 
points followed by Eric Ollila 
with 14, Mark Giordano with 11 
and Olivere with 9, all off the 
bench. Murphy and Ollila com- 
bined for 25 rebounds. 
Wilmington’s bench came up 
with 18 of the team’s 65 points. 
The ‘Cats also nailed nine 
treys, including three each 
from Herra and Giordano. 

Wilmington did get sloppy 
offensively, mostly on its half 
court offense. 

“Eventually (the struggles 
with the half court game) 
might come back to bite us but 
the reality is we have to make it

McCune. “What I’m trying to 
do now is’ if the game is close 
down the stretch to use the 
clock a bit to limit (the oppos- 
ing team’s) possessions.

After the recent snowstorm

The Wildcats swept two events

coach Bob Cripps showed mercy 
on the Generals by substituting 
his normal 4 x 400-meter relay 
team with a less-experienced 


crew. 

“It wasn't too bad a day,” said 
Cripps. “We got to move some 
Quys around in different events 
and had some people perform 
well in some areas.” 

You can’t talk Wilmington 
track without discussing senior 
Chris Murray, who posted a 
league-best 4:39.0 in winning the 
1-mile.

As of Saturday, 
Lautzenheiser’s -records show 
that Reading has had 51.1 inch- 
es of snow, three times more 
than the average, and a new 
| record for January. During the 
recent blizzard, Reading 
received 25.7 inches, as record- 
ed in the climatologist’s back- 
yard. 

“This is a new record for 
January,” Lautzenheiser said. 
“The old record was 50.5 inches 
in 1966.” 

With all of this said, Lautzenheiser’s records show the snowiest 
winter month was February 1969 when the area received 64.2 inch- 
es of snow. A total of 40 inches fell on one day that month. 

He noted that the season’s high record for this area is 66.7 inch- 
es in 1966. 

Another factor to this unusual winter is that January is living up 
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Reading’s Robert Lautzenheiser 


to its namesake, Janus, the Roman two-faced god. Temperatures 
during the first 14 days of the month were 7.9 degrees above nor- 
mal. 

“The last half we were hit by cold,” Lautzenheiser said. “It has 
been about 10 degrees below normal for the last half.” 

However, according to Lautzenheiser, the overall averages in a 
100 year period show very little difference from year to year. He 
conducted an experiment while working a weather station in 
Dartmouth, New Hampshire, and found that the average snowfall 
for the first 50 years records were kept was not significantly dif- 
ferent from the second 50 years. 

The same was true for 25 year periods. The only significant dif- 
ference came when the snowfall averages were broken into 10 year 
periods. 

There are a number of theories as to why this winter's snow- 
storms have been so severe, among them are the El Nino weather 
system that starts in the Pacific Ocean and a possible extension of 
the Atlantic Hurricane season. 

Lautzenheiser said, “Some people think El Nino is:affecting New 
England weather. I think the affect is very small. I don’t know that 
it has any effect on the snows we are having.” 

He described some of the storms as starting off the coast of New 
Jersey and moving in a northerly direction. However, as to whether 
it is an extension of the hurricane season, Lautzenheiser could not 
commit to the theory. 

He noted that many of the television meteorologists are com- 
paring the recent storm to the Blizzard of 1978, which also came 
through with a lot of wind. 

“The ‘78 snow was more dense and much harder to move and 
plow, Lautzenheiser said. “It took longer to dig out.” 

Lautzenheiser started his career as a weather observer with the 
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former United States Weather Bureau in 1940. He spent his first 
year stationed in Akron, Ohio before being transferred to Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

After two years, he was transferred to Chicago, where he even- 
tually was trained to be a weather forecaster. During his 14 years 
in Chicago, he supplied forecasts to pilots on both military and 
civilian flights. 

It was also during this period that the former doctoral student 
in physies, received his training in climatology. It is this field that 
he has followed, until his retirement this past summer. 

In 1957 the Weather Bureau transferred Lautzenheiser to 
Boston. He was named as the 
State Climatologist for 


Massachusetts, New Hampshire, fa never expected 
marrage aap didi to do this.

Lautzenheiser was charged with | g weather n 


supervising the several volunteer 
weather observers that called in 
reports to his office from around New England. 

“I started a station in my backyard, Lautzenheiser said, 
could see what the volunteers had to go through.” 

In 1959, the former Reading Chronicle Editor Bill Bishop con- 
tacted Lautzenheiser and asked him to provide climatology reports 
for the paper on a regular basis. It was at that time, Lautzenheiser 
applied for and received certification making his unofficial back- 
yard station an official station. 

As readers of the Daily Times Chronicle know, his relationship 
with the paper still exists to this day. 

He served in that position until the federal government cut the 
budget for the position in 1973. 

At the time the then National Weather Service was attempting 
to get the states to fund the position on their own. However, the 
states were only given a 90-day notice, which was not enough time 
to pass the needed legisiation. 

Lautzenheiser’s contract was picked up for a two year period by 
the then water and sewer division of the metropolitan District 
Commission (pre-MWRA). At the end of the two years, New 
Hampshire and Maine had put together the funding for the office 
and massachusetts was just about to, when the Governor cut it 
from the budget. 

An agreement was struck for Lautzenheiser to set up ani official 
observation station at his Reading home and he became a private 
climatology consultant. 

According to Lautzenheiser, a climatologist is a person who tries 
to make the weather records useful to people. He noted that official 
Weather Bureau records go back to 1871, although some records 
that are used from prior to that time were kept by personnel at cer 
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DANCING HALLS - the people 
there are NO GOOD at all!

tantly accepts the prisoners, 
but tells the cops from the 
bus that the inmates are 
their problem, not his.

in watercolors 


“One trip to Ryer's 
General Store,” notes the 
“North Reading Transcript.” 

“That's all it took to spark 
months of work by local 
artist Don Doyle on a collec- 
tion of watercolors docu- 
menting pieces of North 
Reading history. 

“Doyle's collection was on 
display at the Flint Memorial 
Library. The watercolors are 
based on the black and white 
photographs of North 
Reading over the last 130 
years, made populer by town 
historian Leo Murphy in the 
1950’s and 60's and now 
stored in the library. 

“Doyle, 54, was in Ryers 
‘four or five years ago’ when 
he noticed an old black and 
white photograph of a trolley 
passing the Flint Memorial 
Library hanging on the wall 
The image brought back boy. 
hood memories of Victorian 
architecture and riding trol 
lies from his home in Milton 
to school at Boston College 
High School 

“Tt was exciting to me, 
said Doyle, a 10-year resident 
of the town. ‘I had ridden 
trollies all my life, and I like 

Victorian architecture, so the 
picture was real eye candy.’ 

“He asked Bill Ryer where 
the photo came from, and 
was pointed in the direction 
of the Flint. (Doyle would 
have ridden the trolley up the 
hill, but those went out of 
service roughly a century 
ago, so his car would have to 
suffice) 

“Once there, Doyle was 
pointed in the direction of a 
historical photograph collec- 
tion of North Reading, stored 
in a research room. Some of 
the photographs were dated 
as early as 1875 

“Some days, you can find 
the pictures, and other times 
they’re off behind something 
else, said Doyle. ‘This partic- 
ular day, I think I was meant 
to find them, beca' 
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they were laying right on the 
table.’ 

“Sifting through piles of 
photographs, Doyle made 
several connections to the 
body of work that motivated 
him to take on his project, 
the first of which he felt 
immediately. 

“At one in the same 
moment I felt very much like 
home, Doyle said of looking 
at the photographs for the 
first time,’ but it also felt like 
a different home than I have 
ever been in. I was in some 
cases charmed by some of 
the photographs, and in other 
cases I just felt like I was 
having a dream, 

“That dream-state was 
conjured because North 
Reading’s layout hasn't 
changed much in the 130 

rs since the photos were 
aken. Much of the collection 
features buildings and 
streets that residents will 
visit and walk (or in today's 
world, drive) everyday. 

“That all of this history 
happened here in my town 
and that I could look around 
and see where it happened, 
grabbed Doyle as he looked 
at the photographs. ‘Most of 
the photos are still very clear 
like that, even after 100 
years.

tain U.S. Army bases. 

As a state climatologist, 
Lautzenheiser would issue 
reports useful to farmers and 
other agricultural people. In his 
private business his climatology 
records have been useful to 
lawyers in weather related acci- 
dent cases and to developers 
and engineers planning large 
projects and filing environmen- 
tal reports. 

“I never expected to do this. 
I'm not a weather nut,” 
Lautzenheiser said. “I enjoyed 
watching clouds as a kid.” 

His start came as a doctoral 
student needing money at the 
University of Washington in 
Seattle. He answered an adver- 
tisement in the newspaper for 
the Weather Bureau and was 
hired as an observer. 

He has worked with many of 
the Boston television meteorolo- 
gists, providing them with sta- 
tistical details they use on their 
programs. For the most part 
Lautzenheiser has a lot of 
respect for the talent in Boston 
noting they are all certified as 
meteorologists unlike television 
forecasters in other parts of the 
country.
